OF IMPORT RESTRICTIONS IN VARIOUS COUNTRIES. 

14. S- N' S CRITCHFIELD ( JUNE 18), IN BANGKOK, ANALYZES 
PRC ROLE IN THAILAND ON OCCASION OF CHINESE TABLE TENNIS 
TEAM VISIT. NOTING THAT DEPUTY HEAD OF PING PONG TEAM 
IS CHEN JUI- SHENG, POLITICAL OFFICER IN CHARGE SEA 
AFFAIRS WHO ESCORTED THAI COMMERCE MINISTER PRASIT 
DURING THAI PING PONG TEAM' S AUGUST VISIT TO PEKING, 
CRITCHFIELD COMMENTS THAT THAI SEARCH FOR BETTER RELATIONS 
MAY MOVE A STEP FORWARD WITH BEHIND- THE- SCENES POLITICAL 
TALKS DURING CHINESE VISIT. AMONG MAJOR FACTORS IN 

ANY REAL REFORMULATION OF BANGKOK S CHINA POLICY ARE, 
ACCORDING CRITCHFIELD, US MILITARY PRESENCE IN THAILAND. 

THAI MEMBERSHIP IN SEATO, PRESENCE OF THREE MILLION 
OVERSEAS CHINESE, PRC' S CONTINUING SUPPORT OF COMMUNIST 
INSURGENTS IN NE THAILAND AND MEO HILL TRIBALS IN NORTH. 

US MILITARY PRESENCE VIEWED AS LEAST THORNY ISSUE IN 
ANY BARGAINING. WHILE CHINESE- LED THAI INSURGENTS 
EXPLOIT US BASES IN THEIR PROPAGANDA. THEY HAVE NEITHER 
ATTACKED INSTALLATIONS NOR HARASSED LINES OF 
COMMUNICATIONS. SUCH SAPPER ATTACKS AS HAVE BEEN MOUNTED

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BUILDING TWO ROADS CONNECTING CHINA WITH THAI INSURGENTS. 
SOME 15,000 PRC TROOPS GARRISON ROAD, MAKE NO ATTEMPT 
TO INFLUENCE NVN DIRECTION OF PL AROUND THEM. SUCH 
EVIDENCE TENDS TO CONFIRM VIEW HELD BY US OFFICIALS IN 
BANGKOK, INCLUDING AMBASSADOR UNGER, THAT PRC TACITLY 
SUPPORTS TEMPORARY CONTINUATION OF US MILITARY PRESENCE

15. S- N' S BRADSHER ( JUNE 18), IN HONG KONG, DISCUSSES 
TENSIONS UNDER SURFACE AS RESULT POLITICAL RE- EMERGENCE 
OF SUCH GPCR PURGE VICTIMS AS TENG TSIAO- PING WHILE 

THEIR TORMENTORS, INCLUDING CHIANG CHING AND YAO WEN- YUEN 
ARE STILL AROUND. SEES IMMINENT " REHABILITATION" OF 
TAO CHU. OF ORIGINAL PURGE TARGETS, LIU SHAO- CHI IS 
ONLY MAIN ONE CLEARLY DOOMED TO ETERNAL DAMNATION. SOME
